PERU'S LOSS UPHELD 


Probably there are few more striking 


exceptions in history to the pleasing rule 
that right makes might than the recent 
decision of President Coolidge practically 
awarding the disputed district of Tacna- 
Arica to Chile and leaving Peru to mourn 
its lost province without further hope of 
recovery. 


The facts, briefly, are these: Chile took 


Tacna and Arica from Peru by force in 
the long war of 1SSO-1SS4 aoid lias kept 
them ever since. 
It agreed to submit 


their future sovereignty to a plebiscite in 
1894 
The intervening ten years "were 


spent m packing Tacna-Arica with Chilean 
colonists, so that the plebiscite would 
come out right for Chile. The Peruvians 
refused to recognize any such referen- 
dum, holding, as seems entirely just, that 
only those residents who lived in the dis- 
trict before the war should be permitted 
to vote as to which of the two sovereign- 
ties they preferred from experience. 


Now the ten years have dragged on to 


forty, carrying a full cargo of illwill 
•which has not appeared to diminish And 
Mr. Coolidge in effect has been forced to 
recognize that if a nation steals another's 
laud and gets away with it for forty 
rears and colonizes it with its own citi-

Arica today had a part in the original dis- 
pute 
They are the second and third

erations. They cannot properly be indict- 
ed and persecuted, perhaps driven or 
taxed from their lands, because of acts of 
a government that existed before they 
were born. Mr. Coolidge in other words 
has declared that there must be a. statute 
of limitations in international as well as 
domestic law. after which it is to be as- 
sumed that time, death and birth ha-se 
wiped away the crime and obliged human- 
ity to regard the situation in its relation 
to the living present, not the dead pa^t.
